1* Officers of the 43rd TOP Bn were issued' two dress uniforms, both of wool 
gabardine material; one f or summer faear, and one 'for winter wear. The 
winter M dress uniform was of wool, and the summer, of cotton.

2. The service uniform for officers was made of wool for winter wear, And ootton 
for Summer wear. ©f were issued another wool and ootton uniform for service 
wear, T&es#i were identical to the dress uniforms. The service uniforms 'were 
also worn for field duty. 


3. Both officers and were issued winter and summer garrison caps (furazerka). 
The winter garrison cap for officers and NCOs was made of cheviot or wool 
gabardine, while that for privates was of "wool.' The summer garrison cap 
for officers, NCOs and privates was of ootton ’drilling* The Polish uncrowned 
eagle of silver or white metal wa's -worn on the f ront edge of the cap, 
with the rank insignia on the left forefront. A woolen field cap was also 
issued to officers and SM. It had a cloth strap and bu&kle on the front 
of the cap and a cloth visor, stiffened with cardboard. 
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4. Officers and NCOS were issued one wool OD shirt, and one short 
wool gabardine dickies without back or,- sleeves, which was for 
dress wear, A shirt and ti©®® 3 ?® worn -with the roll ooliar blouse 
only by offioers and NCOs. Privates wore a oollarless, white 
shirt under the roll collar blouse with no portion of it 
showing. 

Recent Changes in the Uniforms

5 k The only change known to me concerns the replacing ofthe^^^^ 
stand-up collar .b louse by the roll oollar blouse. 

25X1X there were two styles of blouses worn by personnel 

of the 43d WOP Bn j the roll oollar and the stand-up collar types. 
The roll collar was first Introduced in the 43d WOP Bn in 1950* 
and was gradually replacing the stand-up collar. Approximately 
60$ of the offioers and EM in my unit wore the roll collar 
blouse, which, according to an officer in my unit, was to 
eventually replace the stand-up collar blouse altogether. 

Change from Winter to Summer Uniforms 

6 . Winter uniforms were worn from l6 October to 14 April j summer 
uniforms, from 15 April to 15 October. 

Wearing of Uniforms by Civilians 

7. Neither officers or EM were allowed to| keep their uniforms upon 
discharge from the service. I never saw civilians, wearing parts 
of army clothing.

Officers and SJQOs wore trousers with ordinary bottoms* The 
privates, however, wore roll-bottom trousers, which were tailored to show 
a lap over effect (see sketch 3)* The bottom of the trousers leg had a 
elit 10 cm long In the front and back* and a belt and buckle to facilitate 
tightening up the trousers leg* Piping of branch of service color, about 
1.8 mm wide, ran the length of the trousers leg along the outside seams.
